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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record does not teach of the independent locking and unlocking function of an inside 
and outside of an vehicle as claimed in claims 1 and 3. The closest prior art, the 
references of Silye (US 5584515 A), and Johnson et al. (US 6045168 A) both teach of 
the locking and unlocking of the outside being independent of the inside, but 
mechanically the inside is locked and unlocked dependent on the lock state of the 
outside.
